Perhaps the president himself 
has gotten tired of strikes in wa 
plants, tired of the bureaucratic de 
lays which are hampering all-ou 
American support of our Allies— 
and so decided to let Mr. Willkie be 
the bearer of bad news which the 
common weal demanded be mad< 
known. 


Knowing the president's dislike o 
unanticipated criticism I can hard 
ly believe Mr. Willkie's speech was 
entirely strange to him.

The colored races want to know 
what Great Britain is going to do 
about India. 


Probably Mr. Roosevelt wants to 
know, too. But, the supposition is 
how can he press Winston Church- 
ill for a direct answer until he is 
able to say,' "Look hero, Winslon 
my people are demanding an an 
swer!" To this extent Mr, Wilikic 
may have served an astute purpose 
with his ringing appeal last nigh 
for a showdown on the question o 
Indian freedom. 


And finally, Mr. Willkie's speed 
urging Americans to prepare them 
selves for a post-war world 
ii 
which their government must exer 
a positive influence all over 
the 
globe reminded us that the same 
challenge was once hurled at oui 
people by Woodrow Wilson and was 
by them rejected. 


The historic position established 
by Willkie last night was his re- 
versal, as titular head of the Re- 
publican party, of 
that 
party's 
role after World War No. 1. Wheth- 
er Mr. Roosevelt really went along 
with him on last night's speech or 
not, Mr. Willkie has at least given 
us assurance 
that 
both

second European front, and says 
that "if we continue, to fail to de- 
liver to our Allies what they are 
entitled to expect of us or what 
we have promised them, our reser- 
voir of good-will will turn into one 
of resentment." 


"We owe them

boasts and broken promises," Will- 
kie told a nationwide radio audi- 
ence last night in an uncensored 
report of his recent journey to the 
Middle East, Russia and China. 


The 1940 Republican presidential 
candidate declared that the war's 
record thus far was not such as lu 
inspire "any sublime faith in the 
infallibility of our military 
a n d 


Naval experts." He termed "mid- 
directed censorship" the idea that 
non-military experts or persons not 
connected with 
the 
government 


should not make suggestions about 
conducting the war — "military, 
industrial, economic or political."' 


"Let's have no more of 
t h i s 
nonsense," he declared

the 


speech carried by the four major 
networks. "Militarv experts

Vacancies for 
1170 Teachers 
in Arkansas 


Little Rock, Oct. 27 (fl>)— The 


education departmen treported to- 
day that there were 1,170 teaching 
vacancies 
in 
Arkansas 
public 


schools as of Sept. 25 and the short 
age was "growing rapidly worse." 


In a report of a state-wide sur- 


vey, the department attributed the 
vancancies to men entering mill- 
tary service 
and 
t o instructors 


leaving the profession for more at- 
tractive jobs in war industries and 
related government employment. 


Prospects are, the report said, 
rural 
schoolls 
will 
either 
not 


open this year or will be closed 
prematurely. 


Of the vacanceis, 275 positions 


from retirement; 634 were called back 
iied teachers could not be found 
and 895 were still unfilled. 


The survey also showed that the 


calibre of the present teachers had 
decreased. Of the instructors in th 
classrooms, 1,012 were teaching for 
the first time; 634 were called back 
from retirement; nad 228 werere- 
cruited from outside the state. 


There is little question that the 


situation in Arkansas will get ranid- 
ly worse," the report said.

This is 
to say that the only remaining 
ource of new recruits is among 
young people who are too young 
to be legally employed in defense 
plants and who have had little or 
no college preparation."

funds for kindergartens for chil- 
dren of war workers who live in 
trailer camps, the department de- 
clared:

Comparatively minor losses were 


acknowledged by the Japanese, who 
said that they suffered slight da- 
mage to only two of their aircraft 
carriers and a cruiser in the en- 
gagement, which was said to have 
taken place Monday to the north of 
the Santa Cruz islands, which lie 
just east of the m a i n Solomon 
group. This would indicate that the 
Japanese were describing the same 
battle which the U.S. Navy depart- 
ment announced yesterday was in 
progress north of Guadalcanal.

damage had been done to one of 
its carriers in this battle,

that the destroyer Porter had been 
sunk and lesser damage done

yo radio also broadcast an imperial 
headquarters summary of alleged

Solomons area for the two months 
from August 25 to October 25, ad- 
rriitting for the first time the loss 
of 17 Japanese warships and trans- 
ports.
